H O N O U LU, Feb. g (by m ail).—W hen the crew of the interned Germ an cru iser Geier set fire to their vessel 
here Su nday in an attem pt to destroy her, George Rodieck, the Germ an consu l in Honolu lu , stood on her deck and 
warned the com m ander of a naval tu g coming to the rescu e that it he or any of his men cam e aboard it wou ld 
be “a hostile act.’’ 
T he warning was su fficient to keep the tu g away. 
Althou gh the flames were discovered by the pu blic and 
governm ent au thorities at 8 oclock in the morning, Rodieck and Captain Grasshof, com m anding the cru iser, did 
not su rrend er the Geier u ntil 1:30 p. m. in the afternoon. 
Engines of the city fire d epartm en t stood idle on pier 
7 u ntil ju st before the captain su rren d ered his ship. 
At that time the flames were spread in g so rapidly that the crew was forced to leave the vessel. 
The fire­ 
men did not su cceed in su bdu ing the blaze u ntil 5 o’clock, after it had been bu rning nearly ten hou rs. 
Investigation by U. S. officials of the disabling of eight Germ an m erchantm en interned iiere indicates that 
the dam age to the ships will total $500,000. 
P reparations were u nder way to sink the Pom m ern, largest of 
the refu gee ships, at her berth by opening the sea cocks, when depu ty U. S.. m arshals ru shed aboard and pu t the 
G erm ans u nder arrest. 
It was declared tha t the work of disabling the Teu ton craft began J a n u a ry 31, and had been in progress 
fou r days before the U. S. officials received orders from W ashington perm itting them to take the crews off. 
For 
several days prior to this action, it had been widely reported that all ships had fires in their boilers. 
W hen the vessels were boarded, however, it was fou nd that the tires had been bu ilt u nder the em pty boil­ 
ers, thu s ru ining them beyond repair. 
Im mediately after the discovery of the fire on the Geier Su nday morning, orders were ru shed to every fort 
on the island of Oahu to send reinforcem ents for the marines, stationed along the w aterfront.
